tung settlement brought ah outburst 
of applause.

RETURNS LEASEHOLD 


• Besides giving over to China 
the 


important Shantung railway, the set- 
tlement calls for return of Kiao Chow, 
the 
former 
German leasehold 
to 


China; restpration of public proper- 
ties to China, with some exceptions; 
removal of Japanese troops as soon as 
the Chinese are able "to take over", 
in any case not later than six months. 


As for the 
railway 
settlement 


proper. China pays approximately 53,- 
500,000 gold marks plus c.harges for 
improvements made by Japan since 
she has administered the 
road, fol- 


lowing her seizure of Kiao Chow from 
the Germans. 


The payment for the line shall be 


in treasury notes covering 15 years 
but with a redemption privilege in 
five years.

Washington — More than four hun- 


dred and fifty million dollars a year, 
which in pre-war years represented 
half the amount spent for the entire 
government budget of ttie 
United 


States, is to be expended during the 
coming year and doubtless for the 
next five or six years to pay compen- 
sation to disabled veterans and insur- 
ance on the lives of those who were 
victims of the war. 


While the agitation for a soldier 


bonus to be given to those who were 
physically uninjured by the war con- 
••tinues, the facts of what the disabled 
veterans are costing the government 
are gradually being disclosed. 


It was not generally realized until" 


the house of representatives Tuesday 
sent to the senate the veterans' bill 
that so large an amount is being ex- 
pended as a result of the war. 


DEBT WIUL. CONTINUE 


The best estimates available indi- 


cate that the $450,000.000 item will 
continue to be a part of the budget 
for the next several years.

The government will have to 
pay annually and once the precedent 
of government aid to those who were 
uninjured physically is

Open Session of Arms Conference Officially 


Assures End of Naval Competition

SPECIFIES RATIOS 


The treaty provides for a 5-5-3-1.75- 


1.75 ratio in capital ship tonnage be- 
tween the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, Japan, France and Italy, re- 
spectively. The replacement tonnage 
basis for these respective powers is 
525,000 525,000; 315,000; 175,000 and 
175,000 tons. 
Iron clad, technical rules and regu- 


lations are embodied in the ' pact to 
see 'that the ships to be scrapped are 
actually- sent to the junk heap. 


The powers agree in the treaty 


that if during its duration the na- 
tional security of one of the nations 
is threatened there will be a confer- 
ence of the signatory powers, at the 
request of the affected nation, to con- 
sider changes in the pact to meet the 
situation. 
It is also provided in the treaty—a 


fact not fully known before—that the 
United States, in -consultation with 
the other powers, sha.ll call another 
conference of the signatory nations as 
soon as possible after 
eight 
years 


from the coming into force of the 
treaty to consider any needed changes 
in the pact, "in view of possible tech- 
nical and scientific developments." 
WARRING NATIONS WITHDRAWN 


'Whenever any signatory power be- 


comes engaged in war affecting the 
naval defense ot" its national secur- 
ity, the treaty specifies, such power 
may suspend for tho period of hos- 
tilities, upon notice to the other con- 
tracting nations, the major part of its 
obligations under the treaty. 
After 


the war, -the contracting powers will 
meet in conference to determine any 
necessary modifications in the treaty. 


The treaty lasts for 15 years, the 


date of its expiration being Dec. 31. 
1!136. Its automatic continuance, how- 
ever, is provided for. If none of the 
contracting powers gives notice to 
the United States of its intention to 
terminate the treaty, the pact ".shall 
continue in force until the 
expira- 


tion of t.wo years from the date on 
whio.h notice of termination shall bo 
give.n by

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THE SETTLEMENT WITH CHINA 
The agreement between Japan and Chi- 


na on Shantung marks the practical com- 
pletion of the work of the "Washington 
conference. A settlement touching China 
was essential to acceptance and ratifica- 
tion of the other treaties negotiated. It 
was necessary to make disarmament feasi- 
ble, land above all it was an absolutely in- 
dispensable foundation for the four-power 
treaty defining rights and future policies 
in the Pacific. 


The agreement between Japan and Chi- 


na provides for the restoration of. Shan- 
tung to Cbiga. ..The railway controversy 
has been adjusted on the basis of a compro- 
mise proposed by Mr. Hughes and Mr. 
Balfonr. China ultimately will come into 
complete control and administration of 
the province and its agencies of trans- 
portation. 
It is a significant fact that 


Japan and China were able to compose 
their differences without interference and 
with a minimum of suggestion by the 
w"estern powers. 


All of the agreements relating to China 


have in mind the development of Chinese 
sovereignty and the preservation of her 
territorial entity. Some of the difficulties 
whi«h stood in the way of the immediate 
realization of complete political indepen- 4 
dence are to be met by gradual withdraw- 
al, and in the meantime the powers are to 
associate themselves unselfishly for the ad-- 
vaneement of this end. China comes out 
of the conference with all and more than 
she could have reasonably expected. She 
has her first real opportunity since Europe 
and Japan undertook to exploit and dis- 
member her. The menace of partition is 
forever gone and China in due time will 
be master of her own destinies. 


One of the marked features of the con- 


ference was the forbearance and reason- 
ableness exhibited by Japan. Almost all 
of the concessions asked of Japan have 
been made and she has offered very little 
opposition to the main purposes sought to 
be achieved by the United States. As a 
matter of fact, she has been uniformly 
sympathetic toward the proposals submit- 
ted and her broad and.unselfish atitude has 
had much to do with insuring the success 
of the conference. She adjusted the con- 
troversy over Yap to our satisfaction and 
the question of fortifications has been dis- 
posed of easily and to the general approv- 
al of all concerned.

ADVERTISING LOCAL PRODUCTS 


AT HOME 


The proposal to advertise Appleton and 


Fox river valley products to the residents 
of Appleton and the valley is worthy of 
the support of every manufacturing indus- 
try concerned. 
There is no question but 


what a greater home market will be creat» 
ed for home products, but aside from that, 
if all the people of the Fox river valley 
were well informed of the variety of prod- 
ucts of the local manufacturers, they 
would themselves advertise those products 
broadcast./ Rarely does a man travel 
abroad but what he is asked about the 
city in which he lives. Rarely is an Ap- 
pleton man approached by a resident of 
some other part of the United States 
but what he is asked a few questions about 
Appleton and the Fox river valley. Ad- 
vertising is not only a means of creating a 
desire. It is also a means of distributing 
information, which in turn either directly 
or indirectly creates the desire. 


If an advertising campaign were con- 


ducted to inform local people of the varie- 
ty and merits of local products it would 
therefore have a two-fold result. It would 
stimulate the local market for these prod- 
ucts and would have a far reaching effect 
on all outside markets by instilling a local 
piide in local industry. 


CIVILIZING WARFARE 


"We do not know if it is possible to 


make war humane. "Wiar itself smacks of 
barbarism, and efforts to confine it to so- 
called civilized standards are subject to 
more "or less qualification. "We may set up 
rules of warfare but if a nation is fight- 
ing for its life, with its back to the wall, 
it probably will use any methods or means 
it can to save itself. This would be par- 
ticularly true in case of another life and 
death struggle like that which commenced 
in 4914. 
In a gentleman's conflict, as 


when Spain and the United States fought, 
it is easy enough not to hit below the belt, 
but where national existence is at stake 
necessity knows few laws. 


All the same, the proposals to outlaw 


the submarine and to prohibit poisonous 
gas are notable advances in the movement 
to civilize war. The submarine is the 
most execrable war machine ever invent- 
ed. It is a vessel of assassination, a high- 
wayman of the seas, a slinking, cowardly 
destroyer of women, children and non- 
combatants. The adoption of the Root reg- 
ulations governing the submarine prac- 
tically forbids its use ju future wars, and 
since this is the case there should be no 
•objection to reducing the tonnage of sub- 
mersibles to a nominal figure. If it is im- 
practical to use submarines as commence 
destroyers without violating the lawa of 
civilization, there is obviously little or no 
need for them at all. 


In addition to classifying the subma- 


rine as a pirate, the'livc-power agreement 
forbids the use of gas, another dastardly 
instrument of massacre which threatened, 
if ever resorted to again, to exterminate 
whole armies and possibly whole nations. 
Its banishment 'along with the outlawing 
of 
the 
submarine is a triumph of 


Christianity.

EGG ASTHMA 


Subjects of true spasmodic bronchial asthma, 


which is severe difficulty in breathing occurring at 
irregular interval*!, and not permanent or constant 
difficulty in breathing, are wont to blame our old 
friend the weather, or climate considerably. It is 
quite as reasonable to assume that weather, climate 
or atmospheric conditions generally may have a 
bearing on the precipitating factor in asthma as It 
is to think- the state of the weather or the char- 
acter of the climate has some influence on one's 
temperamental behavior, but that is as far as the 
weather or climate should go in the premises. 


"A friend ot mine has asthma," writes a reader, 


"He avers he never has an attack unless he has 
been near a cat. I think this idea about cats is 
largely imagination. However, I am open to con- 
viction if the idea is corroborated by a, reliable or 
competent physician." 


Here is an instance from a recent scientific essay 


on asthma by Dr. Warfeld. T. Longcope of New 
York: 


"In one of our sthmatics, a boy aged six, violent 


cutaneous reactions" (that is to skin tests) "were 
obtained to the serums of many domestic animals. 
It was thought, therefore, that his asthma was 
probably caused by inhalation of the 
hairs and 


epidetmal dust from .,doga and cats. Even tho he 
was treated most carefully from this point of view, 
the asthma was not relieved. A further 
study 


showed that he gave a skin reaction^ the only after 
introdermal injections" (that is injection Into, not 
under, the skin, rather than mere application of the 
protein solution to a scratch) "to white of e^g. Eggs 
were therefore eliminated 'from his diet, and the 
asthma ceased immediately. 
He was then treated 


by the feeding of dried egg white in capsules, begin- 
ning with on,e milligram" (approximately one six- 
tieth of a grain) and,increasing,gradually until he 
took Qife cooked egg a day. -He has been,able now 
for four years to eat .an egg daily without reappear- 
ance of'the asthma." 


To be sure, the inhalation of cat dandruff may 


excite an asthmatic seizure in an individual who 
happens to be sensitized to that particular protein, 
and there is nothing imaginary about such an at- 
tack. Dogs, chickens or their 
feathers, 
ge*se 


feathers, (as in feather pillows), horges, parrots, 
canary birds, and other creatures or their emana- 
tions may excite asthma. 
Physicians nowadays 
test individuals for the peculiar sensitization which 
renders them susceptible to these accidental 
or 


casual protein poisons, not alone in asthma, but in 
hay fever (here the skin tests are made with pollen 
extracts from various plants, to 
determine the 


specific pollen responsible.) 
It is a common history, according to Dr. Long- 


cope, in asthma cases, that as a child,.the. .patient 
had egzema, possibly associated with 
attacfcV of 


hives. Hives is certainly excited by this < peculiar 
poisoning of the sensitized or susceptible individual 
with some simple protein substance in food or from 
some external source as in asthma. Again, the pa- 
tient may have had hay fever at puberty or there- 
abouts, which grevf a little worse annually and 
finally merged into characteristic seizures of bron- 
chial or spasmodic asthma. Sometimes it is learned 
that the patient in infancy vomited the first egg 
white and was in variably upset by egg, so that 
egg was omitted, but a few years later eczema or 
hives occurred, when minute quantities of egg were 
taken unwittingly, as in cake, salad dressing, ice 
cream or some other dish.

Should Use Crow Bar 


Please tell me how to remove wax from the ear. 


!n trying to remove some from my car with the 
round en4 of a hair pin I only pushed it in against 
.he drum and now the hearing is shut off. I have 
always been very careful never to use any sharp 
nstrument in the ear.—(M. S. F.) 


Answer—Always be careful not to insert any ob- 


ect whatever In the ear. 
It may be removed by 


syringing the ear with a few quarts of comfortably 
warm water with a tablespoonful of saleratus dis- 
solved in each quart, from a reservoir or fountain 
syringe hung not more than two feet above the 
evel of the ear, and a straight blunt nozzle directed 
nto the ear canal but not inserted in the ear. If 
this fails to bring away the hardened mass, do not 
tamper with the ear further, but go to the doctor 
and let him remove it. 


Dandruff 


I have been'advised that bay rum is a good cure 


'or dandruff, How often do you think it would be 
necessary to apply it?—(F. M.) 


Answer—If you will dissolve in each ounce of the 


jay rum five grains of salicylic acid and—if your 
lair is not very white, gray or blond—10 grains of 
resorcin, and rub a few drops Into the scalp daily. 
that will be often enough. If this makes'the scalp 
or hair too dry, add about five drops of castor oil 
to each ounce. 


Don't 'Silt Baby's Tongue 


Would you advise me to take my six years old 


child to a doctor to have her tongue cut loose a lit- 
tle? It seems as if she talks a little tongue tied.— 
Mrs. J. J.) 


'Answer—There is no such condition. The expres- 


sion "tongue tied" as applied to faults of speech, is 
figurative and it would be regrettable to take it 
literally. To be sure, now and thfn a newborn in- 
fant has a shortened frenum 
which 
holds the 


tongue down on the floor of tho mouth enough to 
Interfere with s>uqklmg, and that may require cut 
ting. But never docs any such condition account 
for a defect of speech. Tongue slitting and gum 
lancfng for teething babies are 
two barbarieties 


which never should have been perpetrated in a 
civilized community.

The Outlook In 
Toklo. -—> An interesting review of 
he internal political situation in Ja- 
pan both before and since the acces- 
lion of the Crown Prince to the throne 
adds, an enlightening chapter to the 
background of history 
surrounding 


he activities of the Rising Sun Em- 
pire at the Washington Conference. 
A correspondent of the MANCHES- 
TER GUARDIAN tells of present- 
day political conditions, and charges 
lie existence of widespread corrup- 
tion in the Oriental kingdom. He says: 


"The appointment of 
the 
Crown 
'rince as Regent has brought to an 


end a "great deal of speculation. The 
practice of concealing the death of any 
very eminent 'personage until a .con- 
venient time for disclosing it gave rise 
to the wildest stories about the Em- 
peror being dead. They were credible 
while the Crown Prince was abroad, 
>ut there would have been no purpose 
n concealment after his return. It 
>ad been known more positively that 
for the past two or three years the' 
Smperor has been in a condition of 
mental decline. It was publicly notic- 
ed first at the diplomatic dinner, when 
t was with the greatest difficulty 
.hat his Majesty was got to say a 
'ew hesitating words. He had been 
very delicate from his infancy, but 
he mental decline was- unexpected 
ind caused much 
concern. 
Conjee- 


ures were made as to his probable re- 
irement or abdication which would 
lave been quite in accordance with 
radition. There have been periods In 
rapan's""history when the emperor was 
orced to abdicate as soon as he reach- 
4 years of discretion, and give place 
o an infant. But the new Constitution 
makes no provision for the posslbili; 
y of abdication, and ft U presumed 
hat the late Prince Ito, who was re- 
iponsible for- this charter, desired to 
fuard against any resumption of this 
usiness* of the making and u'rimak- 
ng of Emperors. 


"It is not to be expected, of course, 


hat the least change of policy will 
bllow the creation o"f the Regency. 
The Japanese monarch is the most 
constitutional in the world, doing ev. 
erything by the advice of his Ministers. 
And though there were stories about 
he decisions made by the Emperor 
tad any influence at all., etaoi srrdd 
iteiji, nobody has ever pretended that 
he present Emperor ' had any influ- 
ence at all. During the past few years 
ndeed, there has been a cult of the 
'Emperor Meiji (who died in 1912), for 


he exaltation .of his virtues to the 
>olnt of ignoring the present Emper- 
>r. Tho great shrine dedicated to 
lim near Tokio is the most prominent 
sign of this cult, but the lesser signs 
were all-pervading. 


"The reign now brought practical- 


y to an ond has 
been one 
which 


eaves no happy record. It has left 
ndecd, an exteiition of Japanese pow- 
er and wealth undreamed of. But the 
shadows of corruption were closing 
over the Government When it began, 
and it was with a desperate hope that 


mere word would posses the power 


of an incantation that the new era 
was called Taisho, or Great Right' 
eousness. But this ftcknowledgment 
Of the need has done nothing to 
check the decline. From top to bot- 
:om there seems to be nothing which 
s free from 'squeeze'. Governmental 
ind municipal scandals reveal from 
;ime 
to time a system of corruption 


;hat leaves one wondering how any- 
thing gets accomplished at all. When 
an inquiry is started, as in the naval 
scandals of 1914 and in the more re- 
cent State Ironworks, Tokio Munici 
lal, and Dairen Government scandals, 
:he story of corruption, spreads wider 
and wider till the givers and receivers 
are numbered by the hundred, and 
;hc greater part of the investigation 
of the bribery has to be'dropped. The 
whole situation causes 
the gravest 


misgivings to thoughtful Japanese, 
but there is no Hercules to devise 
means for cleaning this stable. 


"Many things are referred back to 


the commands of the Emperor Melji 
n order to stifle discussion. It has 
been frequently asserted 
that 
the 


eight-and-eight' bquadron was Jap- 
an's essential minimum, which had to 
be in existence as the foundation of 
defence before any question arose of 
naval competition. But what always 
Checked discussion was the announce 
mcnt that it had ben sanctioned by 
the Emperor Melji and 
KO could not 


be altered. Naturally this evidence of 
the patriotic cult Is not In evidence 
today, as it was manifestly for homo 
consumption. It docs not even appear 
to have been mentioned by some of 
the jingoists who denounce the Wash 
ington Conference as aji Anglo-Amer- 
ican conspiracy 
against The groat- 


ness of Japan. 


"The Regency begins also in the 


midst of a persecution of Socialists 
There is more alarm than ever about 
'dangerous thoughts', perhaps stlm 
Ulated by tho murder of the Premier 
Mr. Hara. Of course the usual sug- 
gestion was made that the murder 
Was a Bolshevik plot, but it is pretty 
certain from what has been disclosed 
that it was a. patriotic rather than 
a Socialist murder. In a country whore 
political assassination for loyal and 
patriotic reasons 
has been extolled 


to' the point of worshipping the as- 
sassins it would' not bo surprising if 
Socialists took to the methods of" the 
Russian Nichilists. As yet'they Jiave 
not dope so, and seem to be very 
philosophical and scientific 
in their 


Socialism. But with instability of eco- 
nomic conditions discontent increases 
wherever there Is adversity, und any 
developments arc possible.

The Dark Day 


By Dr. Wm. E.' Barton 


Notice was given recently to the 


falling stars on Nov. 13, 1833, and of 
the significance attached to the event 
by- many who witnessed it. 


An even more notable celestial phen- 


omenon which no one now living, can 
remember was remembered with awe 
for a full generation after it occurred, 
has found its permanent place in lit- 
erature. 
This was "The Dark Day"—May 19, 


1780.The darkness began at 10 a. m. 
and continued until the middle of the 
next night. It was during the Revo- 
lutionary War, and ;the- extent of the 
obacuration was* sufficient to be ap- 
parent throughout New England, but 
with difference of degree and duration 
in different places. 
The darkness was not total, but it 


was sufficient to send the fowjs to 
roos):, and to strike terror to supersti- 
tious minds. 
Professor Samuel Williams of Har- 


vard described the event in the first 
volume of the "Memoirs of the Ameri- 
can Academy ot Arts and Sciences," 
published in Boston in 1785. He said: 


"The appearance and effects were 


such as tended to make the prospect 


extremely dull and gloomy. Candles 
were lighted up in the houses; the 
birds, having finished their 
evening 


songs, disappeared and became silent, 
the cocks were crowing all around us 
as at break of day; objects could not 
be distinguished but at very little dis- 
tances, and everything bore the ap- 
pearance and gloom of night." 


No certain scientific explanation of 


this event has been made. The most 
probable explanation is that of exten- 
sive forest fires, together with atmos- 
pheric conditions such a8 produce the 
fogs of London. 


Whittier has told us of the incident 


in his poem, "Abraham Davenport." 
This old Puritan was a member of the 
Connecticut legislature. 
When dark- 


ness fell, a member addressed 
tho 


chair, and said, "It is the great day of 
the Lord," and moved to adjourn. 


Davenport thought it quite possibly 


true that day of the judgment had 
come, but he replied. "Let God do His 
work! and let us do ours."

day's work went on.
